Negro rights were at issue to- 


day in primary elections in New 
York and Arkansas. Farther west, 
in Idaho, a primary featured a 
candidate for governor who wants 
legalized gambliiig. 


The New York primary was held 


in Harlem itself. Rep.Adam Clay- 
ton Powell was challenged for the 
Democratic nomination for his 
House scat by another Negro, 
City Councilman .Earl Brown. 


The contest is only one of 52 


primaries for congressional and 
State Legislature nominalions in 
New York state. But politicians 
regard it as a possible gauge of 
Negro political sentiment in the 
nation. 


More Than Local 


It is the attitude towards the 


race question by the two candi- 
dates that makes the issue con- 
siderably more than purely local. 


In Arkansas, where Gov. Orval 


Faubus won an overwhelming pri- 
mary victory July 29, the race 
issue has been raised in contests 
for nominations of two State Su- 
preme Court justices. 


As in the case of Faubus, the 


big question is integration of pub- 
lic schools.

On Aug. 1, a high-level explo- 


sion of a nuclear warhead from 
Johnston startled thousands of 
Hawaii residents as a mushroom 
cloud rose in the Hawaiian sky. 


Not As Spectacular 


This morning's blast did not ap- 


pear quite so spectacular. 


Advance warning of the shot 


brought thousands of Hawaii res- 
idents to their rooftops. 


In Washington, the Atomic'En- 


ergy Commission put out this 
terse explanation in a statement: 


"The test detonation of a nu- 


clear warhead in a missile oc- 
curred above the Johnston Island 
area in the Pacific today. The 
test is part of the Hardtack nu- 
clear weapons test series." 


Observers said the flare of the 


explosion was visible only for 
some two or three seconds. 


Altitude Not Know 


A Weather Bureau spokesman 


declined to estimate the altitude 
of this morning's blast. The Bu- 
reau said the explosion Aug. 1 was 
at about 20.000 feet.

A spectacular and- even daring 


presentation is needed if the Unit- 
ed States is to drive home its ar- 
guments in the critical U.N. As- 
sembly debate opening Wednes- 
day. 


The message which the West 


can hope to impress on the Arab 
East, the most important audi- 
ence for this Assembly session, is 
this: the primary objective of the 
Soviet Union is to prevent peace 
from breaking out in the Middle 
East and to keep the area off bal- 
ance. • 


American and British troops in 


Lebanon and Jordan provide Mos- 
cow with an easy target. But the 
presence of the troops inhibits 
direct, violent assault by extrem- 
ists upon those two governments. 
The Soviets want the troops out 
at once and want to claim credit 
for forcing them to leave. 


Lebanon probably could survive 


withdrawal of American troops. 
Afforded a breathing spell by .the 
election of Gen. Puad Chehab as 
president, the little country might 
work out its internal difficulties in 
time to ward off either dismem- 
berment or domination by Presi- 
dent Nasser's United Arab Repub- 
lic. 


J o r d a n is another matter. 


Young King Hussein's life already 
is in danger. The peril would be 
multiplied many times if the Brit- 
ish were to withdraw suddenly. 
And in Jordan there is little of 
the sentiment one finds in Leban- 
on for neutrality in Arab quarrels. 
Jordan's nationalist extremists 
seek to push the country directly 
into Nasser's arms. , 


Then the pressure on Saudi 


Arabia and Kuwaitt would be 
enormous. And Israel, ringed by 
Nasser, might be moved to force- 
ful, if desperate, measures which 
could touch off a new Middle East 
war. 


Jordan seems a dying nation 


now. Perhaps the only thing the 


West can do is to insure a decent 
burial.-Possibly the best that can 
be hoped for is to kefcp the patient 
alive until a safe legatee turns up. 


The West might pick Iraq as the 


beneficiary, if tiiat country's new 
revolutionary government does not 
bury itself in the U.A.R. While 
such a union is still possible, -both 
the Iraqis and Nasser seem to 
have been dragging their feet in 
the matter of prospective merger. 


With their combined resources 


and far sounder economies, Iraq 
and Syria could overbalance the 
Egyptians in the U.A.R. Nasser 
likely has considered this. And 
Iraq might hesitate to surrender 
control over her resources to 
Egypt. Loose federation, with no 
loss''of sovereignty, may. be the 
ultimate answer. 


Many an Arab nationalist, apart 


from the violent extremists, is 
interested in keeping the door to 
the West ajar. Nasser himself 
cannot be considered an ally the 
Soviets can trust. 


The United States' primary in- 


terests in the Middle East are 
stability, political.. security and 
sound economic development. The 
moderate nationalists' door might 
be opened wider if President Ei- 
senhower demonstrates dramatic- 
ally that the U.S. objective is far' 
different from that of the Soviet 
Union.

Neither could 
he send radiograms for hire. 
That was all right with Calhoun, 
who only wanted to open the 
door. 


So he started filling in the

The herd instinct is responsible 


. for most of the things wrong with 


American homes, says Ida Web- 
ster, a zippy, youthful grand- 
mother who is one of New York's 
best-known architects. 


"People go in for fads in build- 


ing just as they do in clothing," 
.says Mrs. Webster. "Just look 
at all successive styles of archi- 
tecture that have swept the coun- 
try since its beginning. 


"At first was the log cabin, a 


simple, functional home, made" 
.from the materials at hand and 
.serving its purpose well. Then 
came the beautiful, simple colon! 
, al homes, many of which are still 


.. proudly in use. Later on the coun- 
try was attacked .by an epidemic 
. of gingerbreaditus, so that every 
house had to have zigsaw lace- 
work on its facade. This was the 
Victorian era of cupolas, bay win- 


• dows and ornate trimmings. 


"Around the turn of the cen- 


tury the soapbox house came into 
-vogue—square, solid, no-nonsense, 
like the mission oak furniture of 
the period. This-was followed by 
what has' been called shoebox 
•modern. Then everybody had to 
have a split-level ranch .house, 
whether there was any reason for 
a split..or not. . 
;r"The fad swings from ice-cold 


modern back to Victorian, the 
latest w h i m s y . One person 
builds a certain style of house 
and all his friends rush to .copy 
it. Pretty soon it has swept the 
country, and by that time a new 
school of thought has taken over. 


"If people would plan their 


homes according to their own in- 
dividual needs and tastes, the 
face of America wouldn't need 
lifting so often." 


Mrs. Webster, married to a 


Wall Street broker has been an 
architect most of her adult life. 


An active member of the Amer- 


ican Institute of Architects, she 
builds homes that she calls nei- 
ther modern nor traditional, but 
rather, contemporary. This is her 
credo: 


"Houses are as different as peo- 


ple, if they are planned right. A 
house must be designed for liv- 
ing—the particular kind of living 
preferred by a specific family." 


People who try to design their 


own homes without professional 
advice are bound to make mis- 
takes which usually are costly, 
says Mrs. .VVebster, who com- 
ments: 


.'.'Building .a .home without' an 


architect; is as foolish as having 
an operation- without a' surgeon- 
he's likely to take out the wrong 
thing."

Ever since Russia got its first 


Sputnik into orbit almost a-year 
ago. U. S. military space ex- 
icrts have adopted the line that 
.he Soviet space lead was limit- 
ed to the' great size of its 
rocket engines. 
It is .believed 


by U. S. experts that Russia has 
at least an engine with a thrust 


of one-half million pounds and 
perhaps one with a thrust of a 
million pounds. 


America's most powerful rockei 


engine in use propels the Atlas 
intercontinental ball'Stic missile 
(ICBM). It is a combination of 
three engines, firing simultane 
ously, which deliver a total of 
400,000 pounds of thrust. 


Work is being rushed in the 


U. S. to build a million-pound 
thrust engine. . Progress on it is 
a secret. 


U. S. spokesmen have tried to 


minimize Russia's historic feat of 
putting the first satellite into 
orbit by claiming that the U. S 
was even with Russia in many 
aspects of space research other 
than in rocket engine develop- 
ment, and ahead in some. 


It has been said that the greal 


number of aircraft companies, 
electronic firms and engineering 
and scientific organizations -in the 
U. S. at work on various space 
projects give the U. S. a broader 
aase for progress in this field 
.ban exists in Russia. Specifical- 
y, it ..has been claimed many 
imes that the U. S. is ahead of 
Russia in the development of 
guidance systems. 


A successful moon shot will 


require an extremely sophisticat- 
ed guidance system. In addition, 
such an accomplishment will in- 
dicate a considerable jump in 
he state of the art of rocketry 
and space flight beyond mere 
satellite launching. 


THOR IRBM will be the first 
singe of the U. S. moon 
rocket. 


Thus, if the Russians hit or 


circle the moon' first, this feat 
will explode the hope of some 
J. S. experts that the Reds are 
behind. the U. S. in guidance 
ystems and other facets of space 
flight. . 


Successful guidance of a rocket 


that will circle the moon . and 
return to the earth's atmosphere 
—Where it will be destroyed by 
friction with the air — actually 
will be a near incredible scien- 
tific/feat. 


The moon is a quarter of a 


million miles away, circling the 
earth in space and therefore a 
tricky target. After about a two- 
day trip through space at just 
the proper split-second, the rocket 
has to slow down so that it will 
circle the moon and head back 
towards earth instead of roaring 
past the moon into infinity. 


This feat requires a guidance 


system that will slow down the' 
rocket from the speed of 25,000 
mph, 
which it needs to escape 


the earth's gravitational attrac- 
tion, to 2,500 mph, the proper 
speed 
for circling the moon. 


Finally it has to be guided away 
from the moon's pull to head 
back to earth. 


This rocket is expected to col- 


lect scientific data on the moon. 
Thus its "brain" will have to 
activate ' this equipment at the 
proper instant and then cause 
the information to be sent back 
to earth. 


These are just a few of the 


obvious demands on a moon 
rocket's guidance system. 


One of two possible guidance 


systems will be used in the first 
AF shoot. One is a timing sys- 
tem whereby the missile is made 
to do certain things on a pre-set 
schedule. The other is 'a "com- 
mand system" whereby control-

"Rule 4. No juror in the trial of 


any case, from the time he or 
she is impaneled until his or her 
discharge after verdict render- 
ed, shall be photographed in the 
court house, or elsewhere while 
in the care of the sheriff, deputy, 
or other officer designated by 
the court. 


"Rule 5. No prisoner or inmate

'Average' Weather 
In Slate, Delaware 
Would Boost Output 


COLLEGE PARK (AP)-Record 


or near-record yields of corn, 
wheat and hay are anticipated by 
Maryland and Delaware farmers 
this year if the weather holds. 


And Creighton N. Guellow, chief 


of the Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, says "We are 
counting on average weather from 
here on in." 


Based on conditions as of Aug. 


1, the crop reporters see a corn 
crop in both states ranking second 
only to the record harvest of 1956. 
The Maryland corn crop is ex- 
pected to total 28.3 million bush- 
els, nearly twice last year's 15.2 
million.

Soybean output is forecast at 4.1 


million bushels, up 1? per ent 
from 1957. 


Wheat production is expected to 


total 4lz million bushels, a 32 per 
cent increase from last year and 
the hay crop, now placed at 763,000 
tons, is the largest of record. It 
would be 30 per cent over 1957. 


Maryland orchards also are in 


excellent shape, the 
reporters 


note, with apple and peach yields 
expected to top the 1957 crop by 
25 per cent.

And although the tobacco har- 


vest is expected to total only 32.4 
million pounds, off 17 per cent 
from the 10-year average, the per 
acre output is expected to be ex- 
cellent. 


In Delaware, corn production is 


expected to total 8.3 million bush- 
els, nearly twice last year's dry 
4.3 million. 


New records are expected for 


soybeans, barley and potatoes. 
Soybeans are forecast' at 3.6 mil- 
lion bushels, up 39 per cent from 
last year; barley production is 
placed at 595,000 bushels, up 9 per 
cent and farmers are expected to 
dig 2.2 million hundredweight ofi 
potatoes, 32 per cent more than

Chief Judge Morgan C. Harris 


ruled in an opinion filed yester- 
day in Allegany County Circuit 
Court that a judicial slip of the 
tongue is not sufficient grounds to 
free an inmate of the Maryland 
Reformatory for Males on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 


Kenneth L. Quinter contended 


in his petition for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus that Chief Judge 
Emory Niles in Baltimore City 
Criminal Court first had sent- 
enced him to one year in the Re- 
formatory and then changed the 
sentence to two years. 


The court record quoted Judge 


Niles in the 
following 
words 


when he sentenced Quinter and 
another man last November 6: 


"On the burglary case the 


sentence is not exceeding one 
year, in the Maryland Reforma- 
tory for Males . . . two years, 
excuse me, two years in the Re- 
formatory. for Males." 


Judge Harris wrote that the 


jurisdiction of the court is not 
lost until the case is finally d 
posed of by the imposition of the 
lawful sentence.

"The petitioner in this case is 


endeavoring to take advantage of 
the judicial slip-of the tongue and 
the 
contention is 
frivplous," 


Judge Harris wrote in denying 
the petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus.
